Nation with Gales and Tornadoes

The spring storm that ravaged 
most of the nation with deadly 
tornadoes and high gales appear 
ed to be dying out today. 
The LI. S. Weather Bureau at 
Chicago 
reported

but 
said it was accompanied by steep 
jumps and drops in the mercury 
columns. 
The expiring lash of the storm's 
tail, however, snapped at the east 
em half of the nation Friday night. 
Winds of 90 mph velocity howled 
down Toledo, Ohio streets, lifted 
a Lakes freighter from its moor 
ings and wrenched out at least 5Q 
power lines. 
A United Press tally revealed a 
total of 45 weather-caused deaths 
during the past week. 
Tornadoes were responsible for 
19 of these fatalities. There were 
l l in Texas, five in Oklahoma, two 
in Georgia and one in Mississippi 
Blizzard and storms killed five per­ 
sons in Colorado, three each in 


Illinois and Indiana, two in Mis 
sissippi, South Dakota 
Missouri. 
Nebraska and Wisconsin, and one 
in Texas, Ohio, Iowa, Minnesota 
and Utah. 
The storm front which touched 
off the 
twisters throughout

South finally moved off into the 
Atlantic 
F riday. 
North Carolina 
suffered from swollen streams as 
well as from wind and storm dam 
age. 
Mountain rivers in the West, 
bloated with more tftan four inches 
of rain, posed a serious threat in 
the state 
But reports indicated 
the water level was dropping slow­ 
ly today. 
Part of the storm gave a de 
parting swat to the Ohio Valley.

Lebanon is First Arab State to 
Approve Eisenhower Doctrine

The tiny Mediterranean nation 
of Lebanon today became the first 
Arab state to give parliamentary 
approval of the Eisenhower Doc­ 
trine for the Middle East. 
By a 30-2 vote the Lebanese leg­ 
islature endorsed the March 16 ac­ 
tion of its government in whole 
heartedly accepting the U. S. plan 
to combat Communist infiltration 
in Middle Eastern countries 
The parliamentary action prompt­ 
ed the resignations of four mom 
hers who protested Lebanon was 
turning its back on concerted ac­ 
tion with other Arab states.

Value ol Farm 
Land Reaches 
All-Time High 


WASHINGTON OPt-The value of 
farm land has 
reached an all 
tim e high in a period when farm 
income was skidding downward, 
the Agriculture D epartm ent report­ 
ed today. 
Farm real estate values on Nov. 
I were 143 per cent of the 1947 49 
average value—a new record high. 
This 
increase 
occurred 
while 
prices received for farm produces 
and realized net income of farm 
operators were dropping from the 
postwar high level. 
By 1955, farm income had de­ 
clined 25 per cent from the 1951 
all-time high. This trend was re ­ 
versed slightly in 1956 when farm 
income went up 4 per cent. 
Ex­ 
cept for a brief halt in 1954, the 
value of farm land has increased 
steadily to its present high mark. 
The departm ent said the com ­ 
bined effect of other forces, both 
within and without agriculture, has 
been strong enough to offset the 
effect of reduced farm income on 
land values. 
The strongest of these forces 
within agriculture has been the de­ 
mand from ^existing farm ers for 
additional land with which to en­ 
large 
their 
present 
operations. 
Such purchases have become in­ 
creasingly 
numerous 
in 
recent 
years, rising from 25 per cent of 
the total in 1950 to more than one- 
third of all purchases during the 
year ended March I, 1956. 
They 
have been most im portant in the 
wheat and central corn belt states 
The departm ent said the soil 
bank program is a more recent 
development that will influence the 
m arket for farm land, but that its 
full effects are not yet apparent. 
The departm ent noted that the 


attitudes and belief* of both la m 
and non-farm people toward farm­ 
land has tended to limit the supply 
of farm land for sale and to sustain 
the demand in the faee of lower 
farm income. 
Many people con­ 
tinue to view farmland as a sal* 
and desirable 
long-term 
invest­ 
ment, 
although 
they 
recognise 
that other investm ents may yield 
higher current return*. 
The prospect of a growing popu­ 
lation and a fixed supply of lead 
i is believed to assure a slow but 
steadily increase in the price af 
farmland.

A num ber of com mercial apple 
orchardists rent hives of bees from 
beekeeper; for use in orchards dur­ 
ing the blossoming period. 
This 
provides additional income for the 
beekeeper and is a valuable serv- j 
ice to the fruit grower. Beekeep- j 
ers take care of transporting the 
hives too and from the orchards. 
The usual recommendation is one 
strong hive of bees for each acre 
of fruit trees. 


Three or four days of good fly­ 
ing w eather are needed for bees 
to become 
accustom ed to their 
surroundings when moved to a new 
location 
At first they will work 
near the hive, but from a long 
established 
hive the bees 
may 
range outward to m ore than one 
and one half miles to collect pol­ 
len and nectar. 
A bee usually vis­ 
its only one species of plant on a 
particular trip but will visit many 
blossoms in a restricted area.

INTRODUCTION: 
Jesus 
knew 
that the cruel Cross awaited him 
just a few hours away. 
He had 
known this all his life, but since 
the transfiguration in the presence 
of Peter, James and John, and his 
conversation with Moses and Elias, 
“he set his face stedfastly toward 
Jerusalem.” 
Jesus wanted to show his dis­ 
ciples a picture of things to come 
He wanted to prepare them for the 
events immediately ahead. 
While 
having fellowship with them, and 
breaking bread with them, he gave 
them a vivid picture of his coming 
death. 
This was during the last real ob­ 
servance of the Passover Feast. It 
became the first observance of the 
Lord's Supper. 
It is very doubtful 
that the disciples knew that they 
were observing the last Passover 
Feast and the initial Lord’s Supper 
at that moment. 
I. 
WITH HIS DISCIPLES 
(vv. 26-29) 
At the Lord’s table there is fel­ 
lowship and spiritual strength to 
be found. 
Just as those Apostles 
were being told of his approaching 
death, we are told fhat he did die 
for us. 
At the Lord’s table there 
is still fellowship with him after 
almost two thousand years. 
As we 
see the broken bread and the un­ 
fermented juice of the grape, we 
are reminded of his broken body 
and shed blood. 
Yes, we are re- j 
minded of his sacrificial death for 
our sins. 


IL 
JESUS WAS LONELY 
(w . 36-38; 40-43) 
The Garden of Gethsemane over­ 
looks the city of Jerusalem. While 
observing the Lord’s Supper, Ju ­ 
das left to go out and betray Je 
sus. This left eleven disciples with 
Jesus. 
He took these eleven up to 
Gethsemane for a prayer meeting. 
Eight were left out at the edge ut 
the garden, while Peter. James and 
John were taken further inside. 


Jesus stationed these three and 
went about a stone’s throw further 
to be alone to commune with the 
Father. 
The Apostles were to “watch,” 
but they fell asleep. 
In the hour 
that Jesus needed them most, they 
slept. 
My! how lonely must have 
been our Lord that night!

JESUS’ PRAYER 
(vv. 39, 42, 44) 


We sometimes speak of surren­ 
dering our will to the will of God. 
We speak of denying self. 
Here 
Jesus sets the highest example of 
self-denial and unconditional sur­ 
render that may be found any­ 
where. 
” . . . nevertheless not as 
I will, but as thou wilt.” 
“Never 
man spake as this man.” 
This is 
self dedication to God’s will at its 
highest. 
Jesus had always done 
the will of the Father. 
At this 
moment the realization of what it 
would mean for all the sin of man­ 
kind to sweep across his soul be­ 
came a real burden. “Nevertheless 
not as I will, but as thou wilt,” he 
prayed. 
IV. 
THE BETRAYAL 
(vv. 45-46) 


After returning three times and 
finding the Apostles asleep, Jesus 
said: “Rise, let us be going; be­ 
hold he is at hand that doth betray 
me.” 
Our Lord was soon to be 
crucified according to God’s will. 
Ile was to finish the work that he 
had come to accomplish. 
He was 
to make the plan of salvation se­ 
cure. 
But, oh! the pang of heart 
he must have suffered when he 
thought that one of the Twelve 
should betray him to the enemies 
Surely he feels the same today ev­ 
ery time one of his followers be­ 
trays him.
